It appears to have 
been started in 1864 in the British Con- 
sular grounds, and became more or less 
permanently established in 1869. In that 
year, tte British and- American Consuls 
drew up a set of rules for the . Mixed 
Court, which were adopted by the Chi- 
‘Government. —(Hertslet’s . China 
Treaties. ‘Document No, 129.) : 


In its earliest stages a British and an 
American assessor sat with the Chinese 
magistrates in criminal cases and in civil 
cases where a British subject or an Ameri- 
car citizen ag plaintiff. This was what 
give rise to the name “ Mixed Court.”’ 
Tn civil cases’ where hoth parties’ were 
Chinese a Chinese magistrate’ sat alone.

Questions of personal and property rights 
of whatever- nature are adjudicated with- 
out limit,as. to the amounts involved. 
‘Also, domestic relations and probate. In 
fact, domestic relations wre now taking 
up a great den! of the time of the Court.

Crruinar—tn criminal eases the Court 
has jurisdiction over all crimes committed 
in the -Intérnational Settlement. These 
crimes range from throwing dirty water 
on the street, to murder and armed rob- 
bery, which are capital".offences. “The 
following list is a ‘general average of a" 
morning hearimg:—Assault, abduction, 
murder, argon, embezzlement, fraud, lar- 
cony, picking pockbts, amoking opium, 
playing machang, armed robbey,. throwing 
dirty water on the street. When a sen- 
tence of death is passed the condembed 
person is handed over ‘to the Arsenal 
authorities for execution, but the prisoner

Justice is meted out speedily to 
criminals, All persons arrested during 
the day are brought up for trial the next 
morning..

This Court is sometimes called upon to 
‘decide. social and religious matters. . Not 
long siace a pétition was filed to Festrain 
a bey from worshipping at the ‘altar of 
his family. He had been adopted into 
another family and the adopting family 
wanted ‘his exclusive, services in_ancestor- 
worship. On one occusivn the Court was 
called upon to decide between the two 
nuns a8 to which one was entitled to Le 
the Superior. In, another case. the wile 
sued her husband for divorcee, ‘The hus- 
band was .Persian and "Mohammedan. 
‘The wife was a gypsy, but belonged tv 
rthe Greek Church. They were ‘married 
‘(common Jaw marriage) ‘in China, but in 
‘the Chinese. Eastern Railway zone. One 
party. contended .that the’ case ought to 
she decided by civil law, and the ‘other 
contended that the canonical Jaw should 
govern. In cither there was still conflict. 
The husband was Mohammedan; the wife 
Greek Orthodox. The question was also 
raised as to whether Persian law, Chinese 
Law, “Gypsy custom, or Russian’ law 
should govera. - It was contended‘on one 
side that Chinese law ought to govern, 
since the marriage was in China, but the 
other side said No; that the Russian law 
ought to govern since’ the marriage took 
place in the Chinese Eastern Railway 
zone. In the Jatter case the further 
question arose as to whether the- Imperial 
or Red Inw should apply. ~The parties 
wore themselves out arguing this case, 
and fortunately the Court did not have 
to decide it. This and. similar enses, how- 
ever, are what makes an Assessor's job 
interesting. o.5 ; 

‘ The greatest weakness of the Court is 
Jack of an Appea) Court. Prior to 1911 
appeals in foreign civil cases were made 
to the Consul interested and ‘the Taotai. 
Alter 1911 .Commissioners of Foreign 
Affairs were established, but the Chinese 
Government refused to have-them sit as 


appeal magistrates. The lack of an Ap-| 


peal Court is. somewhat compensated for 
by the fact that the magistrate, with per- 
haps one view, and the assessor with per- 
haps another view, must consult together 
and agree on-the.judgment. Also a new 
trial will ‘generally be granted if good 
reasons therefor are shown. " a 


“The ‘Mixed Court has been investigated’ 


frequently by Chinese investigators, who 
generally end their investigation hy puo- 
lishing erroncous and “libellous matter 
about the Court. One ofthe investiga- 
tors, who,'/by the way, was:mixed up in 
un opium scandal, very carefully investi- 
gated ‘the Court, and then published in 
the newspapers a report that was exactly 
the opposite of the truth. The ‘Mixed 
Court certainly is not perfect,’ but it was 
some good ~ points. ~which ‘most. of the 
Chinese investigators. have failed to see.. 

The -“! sovereign rights” ‘patriots’ have 
carried"on a vigorous. agitation. for the 
rendition of the Mixed. Court. - It. is pre- 
‘sumed ‘that’ this rendition would meag, 
that the Chinese: civil cases, or those 
cases in which. both’ parties ‘are Chinese, 
would be tried by a Chinese magistrate 
sitting slone.: ‘This is_o perfectly natural 
aspiration, though jt is uot very evident 
that the bulk.of the Chinese in the Inter- 
national Settlement are, greatly concern- 
ed about the matter.- “These agitators 
ought to.propose a constructive scheme 
of rendition if the present system is to 
be changed.
